SAN FRANCISCO. MPV— 1 The 
maritime strike committee an¬ 
nounced today overwhelming 
union membership approval of 
agreements to end their record- 
breaking walkout, but it tabled 
temporarily a motion to call for 
a return to work tomorrow 
landing a report 'on the status 
of strikes involving affiliated 
unions. 


Situation Expected to 
Remain Tense for 
Days, However 


CAIRO, Ill. <Ab—The Ohio 
river's menacing grasp on Cairo’s 
staunch seawall slopped today by 
a pitifully small margin—2-100ths 
of a foot—but the meager reces¬ 
sion strengthened the city's claim 
on victory in its fight against in¬ 
undation. 

Blasting open of the Birds Point- 
New Madrid, Mo„ floodway cut 
down the Ohio's stage at one point 
during its threatening rise, but 
today's fall was the first from 
natural causes since the river went 
over the flood level Jan. 10. 

The drop of approximately one- 
quarter of an inch came in 1 % 
hours. The river then clung to a 
59.60-foot stage, less than six 
inches from the top of the con¬ 
crete seawall. An emergency 
bulkhead of timbers and earth 
stood three feet higher. 

Government Forecaster W. E. 
Barron said the Ohio's stage will 
remain high for an “indefinite pe¬ 
riod.” Col. R. G. Powell, chief of 
the army engineers’ Ohio river di¬ 
vision, explained, "the river is 
spread out over so much territory 
that the present flood stage may 
be here for 12 or 13 days.”

Police Chief Continues 
To Enlist Reserves, 
Fearing Trouble 


FLINT, Mich. <Ab — Roy E. 
Brownell, attorney here for Gen¬ 
eral Motors, said this afternoon 
that ”1 believe the union will ask 
its men to leave the plants here 
peaceably,” and announced that he 
would defer filing petition for a 
writ requiring their ejection. 

Earlier today General Motors 
prepared to set machinery of the 
law in motion to eject the strikers 
from two plants they continued to 
occupy in defiance of a court in¬ 
junction, and Police Chief James 
V. Wills announced he was resum¬ 
ing enlistment of several hundred 
“reserve police.” 

Enforcement would devolve upon 
Sheriff Thomas W. Wolcott, who 
had refused to attempt forcible 
ejection of the men without such 
an otVer. , 

BOWto Chief Wind said his en¬ 
listment” of “reserve police” did 
not constitute a violation of a 
non-violence truce reached last 
midnight between city authorities 
and the United Automobile Work¬ 
ers of America. 


SAN FRANCISCO. (Ab—Mari¬ 
time workers were ordered to 
"stand by” today for immediate 
return to work when the long ship¬ 
ping tieup ends officially.

DETROIT. (Ab—The conference 
seeking a truce basis in the Gen¬ 
eral Motors automotive strike re¬ 
cessed for luncheon at 2 p. m. 
today. 

Governor Murphy said the con¬ 
ferences would be resumed at 3 
o’clock.

AUTO WORKERS UNION 
APPEALS FOR HELP 

WASHINGTON. (Ab—The United 
Automobile Workers, suspended 
from the American Federation of 
Labor for "insurrection," appealed 
to all federation unions today for 
financial support in the General 
Motors strike. 

The United Automobile Work¬ 
ers were among the 10 unions sus¬ 
pended for affiliating with John 
L. Lewis’ C. I. O.

Act to Halt 
Baby Unions 
In Tennessee 


SAN FRANCISCO. UP) — Esti¬ 
mated losses in the maritime 
strike: 

San Francisco Shipping Mer¬ 
chants association figured the 
over-all cost, including the value 
of goods which would have been 
handled normally, and all non- 
maritime business shrinkages and 
worker layoffs resulting from the 
tie-up, at not less than $7,000,000 
daily. This premise would bring 
the total figure to $679,000,000 to 
date. 

Estimated wage loss to 40,000 
strikers for three months, $14,- 
235,000, based on average pre- 
strike pay rates. 

West Coast Lumbermen’s asso¬ 
ciation figured the strike caused 
full-time job losses for 12,500 saw¬ 
mill and timber workers and 5000 
on part-time jobs. Payroll loss for 
the first H weeks, $3,800,000. 

Portland Chamber of Commerce 
estimated 27,500 persons made 
idle in Portland and Columbia 
river area with daily payroll loss 
of $100,000.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. CP)— 
Without a dissenting vote, the 
Tennessee Semite passed a bill 
today designed to prevent child 
marriages, such as the recent 
union of 9-year-old Eunice Win¬ 
stead and Charlie Johns, 22, in 
Hancock county. 

The bill provides that any 
marriage where either party is 
under 14 shall be “null and void” 
and can be annulled upon the 
petition of any person. 


Bill Would Make 
People Honest 


KANSAS CITY. CPI—A gaunt, 
young Ozark farmhand charged 
with first degree murder in the 
kidnap-killing of Dr. J. C. B. 
Davis, insisted today the 67-year- 
old country physician was ab¬ 
ducted and slain by a mysterious 
hill- country acquaintance he 
dubbed “Nighthawk." 

The slim 20-year-old prisoner, 
Robert Kenyon, who led officers 
to the doctor’s bullet-torn body in 
a thicket near Willow Springs, 
Mo., yesterday, clung stubbornly 
to his alibi that “Nighthawk” 
forced him to write and mail a 
ransom note. 

Held in solitary confinement 
here for safe-keeping before his ar¬ 
raignment, Kenyon said ha never 
had seen the doctor, WUlow 
Springs civic leader, whose kid¬ 
naper spurned family offers to pay 
a demanded $5,000 ransom. 

Officers said one of the most 
damaging pieces of evidence 
against Kenyon was a writing pad 
found in his pocket which bore 
the imprint of the second ransom 
note. 


The city of Santa Ana, through 
a government bond issue, may 
purchase all public utilities within 
three or four years! 

This startling announcement 
was made last night by Assembly- 
man Clyde Watson of Orange at a 
meeting of the county peace offi¬ 
cers’ association when he was ex¬ 
plaining strength of the Demo¬ 
cratic legislature at Sacramento. 

“I woudn’t be surprised,” he 
said, “to see public utilities in 
Santa Ana and other Orange 
county cities purchased by the 
municipalities. An attempt prob¬ 
ably will be made to try to issue 
government bonds to make the 
purchase.” 

The huge undertaking of public 
ownership of utilities will be only 
one of a number of changes to be 
considered by the legislature, Wat¬ 
son said. 

"There is going to be much so¬ 
cial security legislation before the 
lawmakers are finished,” he 
added. 

Republicans cannot block such 
legislation in the assembly, Wat¬ 
son said. Assemblyman Horn- 
blower and Charles Lyon from Los 
Angeles, former powers in the 
lower house, now are “smacked 
down” by the all-powerful Demo¬ 
crats when the need arises, Wat¬ 
son added. 


HARTFORD, Conn. (Ab — Rep. 
Frederic Ballyn of Ledyard intro¬ 
duced a bill into the Connecticut 
legislature today "to make people 
honest and to pay honest bills.” 

He acted, he said, on the request 
of LaFayette Main, North Stong- 
ington farmer, who thought “there 
ought to be a law.”

Whether the touring Lindberghs 
planned to continue their flight to 
Libya, Italy’s North African 
colony of which Balbo is gover¬ 
nor, was not disclosed after the 
meeting.

WATERTOWN, N. J. <Ab — 
Stanley Backus, 19, factory worker 
husband of 12-year-old Leona 
Elizabeth Backus, was formally 
charged with rape today while 
legislators at Albany discussed 
new laws to curb "cradle mar¬ 
riages.” 

District Attorney Carl J. Hynes 
presented a warrant to City Judge 
Crandall F. Phillips charging 
Backus, painter in an airbrake 
plant, with the offense. 

Judge Phillips ordered Backus 
back in jail in lieu of $1000 bail 
until he could obtain counsel and 
enter a plea. 

His child wife remained mean¬ 
while in Mercy hospital, where she 
was taken for a physical examina¬ 
tion decided upon, Hynes said, 
after she told authorities she ex¬ 
pected to become a mother. TTieir 
parents had sanctioned the mar¬ 
riage. 

"We have been in love with each 
other for more than a year,” Leona 
declared. “When Stanley asked me 
to be his wife, I did not hesitate. 
Now I wish people would mind 
their own business.”

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CITRUS FRUIT' 
SHIPMENTS 
TO BEGIN 

Oranges Meeting State 
Law on Frost Damage 
To Be Cleared 


Agricultural commissioner of 
the Southern California citrus belt 
today resumed issuing standard¬ 
ization certificates on citrus fruit 
destined for shipment out of the 
state—when such fruit meets re¬ 
quirements. 

Certificating was suspended 
during the recent freeze, but 
enough time has passed for the 
frost damage to be evident in 
samples of fruit tested, the com¬ 
missioners decided yesterday in 
Los Angeles. 

Tubbs Attends 

Commissioner D. W. Tubbs of 
Orange county and other commis¬ 
sioners were called to the session 
by S. S. Rogers, chief of the bu¬ 
reau of standardization of ti e 
state department of agriculture. 

At the same time the officials 
declared war on attempts to place 
damaged fruit on the market. 

They ordered that trucks carry¬ 
ing damaged fruit to by-products 
plants must be sealed, and agreed 
on mutual precautions to prevent 
diversion to Los Angeles and 
other markets. 

Violation Found 

Already one case has been 
found in which Arizona oranges 
purportedly shipped to Orange 
county for by-products treatment 
were sent on to markets. 

Commissioners also discussed 
changing to the transverse cut 
method of testing for frost. This 
is an alternative allowed by law, 
and is effective already for lemons. 
It will be available for grapefruit 
testing in a few days, and for 
ravels within two or three weeks, 
Tubbs said. 

Reveals Damage 

Present testing methods require 
separating segments of the fruit 
and examining for crystals. The 
transverse cut, through the center 
of the fruit, reveals drying tissues 
where frost has formed. 

Orange county superior court 
will hear another phase of the 
battle tomorrow afternoon when 
the state department of agricul¬ 
ture will press action to condemn 
731 boxes of oranges held by S. 
E. Fusco, Fullerton. The fruit, 
according to the complaint, is sub¬ 
standard, and should be destroyed 
to prevent its shipment. 

Ask Help for 
Workers Over 45 

BOSTON. (TP)—Legislative ac- j 
tion to prevent discrimination in 
industrial employment was sought 
in Massachusetts today after a 
survey showed workers over 45 
years of age have a hard time get¬ 
ting jobs. 

Roswell F. Phelps, who con¬ 
ducted the two-year study for the 
state department of labor and in¬ 
dustries, commented that “few 
men over 45, once out of a job, 
can get back because business 
men do not want to take on other 
employers’ elderly people.” 

The report disclosed scores of 
employers with no one past that 
age on their payrolls, and nearly 
half of the unemployed men more 
than 45 unable to obtain work. 

Assailant Beats 
Elderly Woman 

LOS ANGELES. UP )—Beaten 
by a mysterious assailant in her 
hotel room Tuesday, Mrs. Eliza¬ 
beth Ries, 71, an Ohio tourist, 
was near death today from a 
skull fracture. 

Hotel employes found Mrs. Ries 
seated unconscious in a chair. A 
bloodstained brick lay on the bed 
and marks on the window sill 
showed an entrance had been made 
from the fire escape.

Champions Sweep 425 Feet

CHICAGO. UP )—The breath¬ 
taking pastime of risking life and 
limbs on skiis will be brought to 
the heart of Chicago Sunday in 
a fashion not seen even in the 
wide-open spaces. 

From atop the world’s tallest 
ski tower, a structure reaching 
184 feet toward the sky just out¬ 
side the south wall of Soldier 
field, a star field will rise in the 
Central U. S. Ski association title 
meet sponsored by the Chicago 
Daily Time' Rising as high as 
a 15-story building, the giant slide 
sweeps 425 feet down over the 
wall of the huge stadium, giving 
the sky cavalrymen plenty of 
space for record leaps. 

The tower and slide were con¬ 
structed of railroad trestle tim¬ 
bers clamped together by a sys¬ 
tem of rings and bolts. To in¬ 
sure against the main tower tip¬ 
ping over with jumpers and judges 
perched high in the air, it is an¬ 
chored in huge boxes loaded with 
900,000 pounds of rock ballast. 

Three shorter towers support 
the slide, while the 225-foot ar¬ 
tificial landing hill is built over

A. C. Hasenjaeger, vice presi¬ 
dent and cashier of the Commer¬ 
cial National bank, was back at 
his desk today after having been 
ill at home for several days from 
influenza. 

The "flu” forced Hasenjaeger tc 
take a short vacation, the first he 
has had in three years, with the 
exception of a few days in 1934, 
when he contracted influenza. 
Otherwise he had never been away 
from his desk for more than a day 
and a half, and then only on bank 
business. 

Hasenjaeger made some obser¬ 
vations on the citrus situation to¬ 
day. ' "Of course,” he said, “we 
had some frost damage which will 
be felt by the ranchers directly and 
by the business men indirectly. 
But how about the floods in the 
East and Middle West? After all, 
we people of Southern California 
have many things to be thankful 
for in spite of a little frost.” 

Concerning leniency on loans to 
ranchers, he said: “We are proud 
of the fact that we are part of this 
community and naturally this bank 
will do everything possible to as¬ 
sist in helping our people 'carry 
on’ in keeping with fair and square 
banking. Such a policy is heartily 
endorsed by our president, J. P. 
Baumgartner, and the board of di¬ 
rectors of our bank.” 


Differing attitudes on govern¬ 
mental operation of two groups in 
Japan have caused the internal 
strife in that nation.

SALT LAKE CITY. UP) — A 
strange human drama that of a 
young mother who left a 20- 
months-old child a public charge 
so she could go to prison with her 
husband—was unfolded here to¬ 
day. 

R. E. Davis, warden of the state 
prison, said the couple may see 
each other in prison only occasion¬ 
ally, for brief talks. “Men and 
women prisoners do not mingle, 
the women being housed outside 
the prison confines proper," he 
explained. 

Davis said Calvin Jackson and 
his 21-year-old wife, Irene—’’from 
Indiana, somewhere, we think, or 
maybe Kentucky” — were linked 
with a burglary at Manti, in cen¬ 
tral Utah. 

Jackson pleaded guilty Jan. 26 


and was sentenced to one to 20 
years in prison, Davis said. 

The court took cognizance of 
Mrs. Jackson’s youth and the in¬ 
fant son. She was given the choice 
of being returned, with her baby, 
to her former home, or of remain¬ 
ing, with the child, at Manti un¬ 
der county care. 

She refused both. 

“I’d commit murder if I had to, 
to go to prison with my husband,” 
Davis said she told the court. 

Thus, said the warden, a sim¬ 
ilar sentence was imposed upon 
Mrs. Jackson. The child was kept 
overnight at the prison, then re¬ 
turned to Manti to the county wel¬ 
fare department. 

“Neither parent showed any 
emotion when the child was taken 
away,” Warden Davis said. “But 
. . . we can’t tell what goes on in 
the other person’s mind." 


San Quentin Escape To Be 
Dramatized Tonight 
From K V O E 


The unforgettable "San Quentin 
Prison Break,” easily one of the 
most thrilling dramatizations ever 
presented on the “Calling All 
Cars” series, will be heard on 
KVOE tonight beginning at 8 
o’clock.

WPA Quota Will Be Cut 
27 Per Cent Despite 
New Problem 


Session at La Habra Will 
Outline Treatment of 
Frozen Trees 


Cranston Is Candidate 
for Post Favored by 
Supervisors 


Effects of the middle Western 
floods were bearing down on Or¬ 
ange county and Southern Califor¬ 
nia today. Officials are anticipat¬ 
ing an army of refugees to swarm 
over the state line in the near 
future. 

In Los Angeles it was estimated 
by relief officials that the floods 
are expected to add 100,000 to Cal¬ 
ifornia's relief rolls. 

Here in Orange county it still is 
too early to determine the effect 
on the relief rolls, according to 
Mrs. Katherine Handley, chief of 
the SEA staff. 

Will Reduce Quota 

At the same time Orange coun¬ 
ty faced a reduction of 27 per cent 
in its WPA quota for work relief 
jobs, instead of getting 1000 addi¬ 
tional persons on the quota, as re¬ 
quested of state WPA officials by 
Dan Mulherron, head of the county 
WPA district. 

Mrs. Handley has issued orders 
to the intake staff to check care¬ 
fully whether transient relief ap¬ 
plicants are swarming to this ter¬ 
ritory from the flood area. So far 
there has been none, she said. 

An Associated Press dispatch 
said that California's work relief 
quota would be cut 27.3 per cent 
by the end of next June. Mulher¬ 
ron said today that the cut likely 
will affect this county. He re¬ 
turned from San Diego district 
WPA headquarters late yesterday, 
v.'here he was granted an increase 
of 90 men in the quota for the 
county. 

Relief Denied 

The Journal has received a tele¬ 
gram from Ralph G. Wadsworth, 
acting state director of the WPA, 
in which he said that the total 
quota for the state is 100,000 and 
Orange county's quota could not 
be boosted 1000, as requested by 
Mulherron to take care of persons 
thrown out of work because of the 
freeze, without discharging work¬ 
ers in other districts. 

Wadsworth said it is possible 
that a further increase in the 
quota for this district can be made 
in March or April. Mulherron said 
today that he hopes by that time 
that agricultural jobs will open up 
enough to take care of part of the 
farm workers. 


Avocado growers of Orange and 
Los Angeles counties will hold a 
mass meeting at La Habra Friday 
evening, to consider the handling 
of frost damaged trees. Heavy 
tree damage has been reported in 
most of the avocado growing sec¬ 
tions of Southern California, re¬ 
sulting in much concern by grow¬ 
ers as to method of tree treatment 
and orchard management. 

The general subject for discus¬ 
sion will be the effect of the freeze 
on avocado trees and fruit. Among 
those leading the discussions will 
be V. F. Blanchard, M. B. Rounds 
and Harold E. Wahlberg, farm ad¬ 
visors of Ventura, Los Angeles and 
Orange counties; Dr. F. F. Halma, 
University of California at Los 
Angeles, representatives of the 
Calavo Growers of California; H. 
H. Gardner, chairman of the Or¬ 
ange County Avocado department, 
and A. W. Christie, chairman of 
the Los Angeles Avocado depart¬ 
ment. It is anticipated that Dr. 
L. D. Batchelor, director of the 
citrus experiment station; Profes¬ 
sor R. W. Hodgson of the agricul¬ 
ture department, University of 
California at Los Angeles, and 
other representatives of the Uni¬ 
versity especially interested in av¬ 
ocado studies, will be present. 

Preliminary to the discussion on 
the frost situation, Prof. W. T. 
Horne of the citrus experiment 
station will discuss "Flocks, Spec¬ 
kles, and End Spots of Avocado 
Fruits.” 

The meeting will be held in the 
Lincoln school auditorium, La 
Habra, on North Walnut street, 
about one-fourth mile south of 101 
boulevard. The agricultural exten¬ 
sion service and the farm bureau 
avocado departments are cooper¬ 
ating in this session. All growers 
and others interested are invited 
to attend. 


A majority of the board of 
supervisors favor establishment of 
the office of director of a county¬ 
wide coordinating council, The 
Journal learned today. 

The entire matter, it was said, 
hinges on securing what the board 
of supervisors considers to be the 
right man for the job.

Variety of Marriage Laws 
To Be Found in Country 


HUNTINGTON, Ind. UP) — 
Mayor W. H. Bangs, who has 
grown fat in jail in his fight for 
a municipal electric plant, an¬ 
swered a decision of the Indiana 
supreme court today in favor of 
his arch foe, the Northern In¬ 
diana Power company, with the 
assertion he would "rather rot" in 
jail than yield his cause. 

"I would rather rot here than 
give up my fight," said the ag¬ 
gressive 47-year-old mayor, who 
was clapped into jail for the sec¬ 
ond time last July 6 and has been 
there ever since. 

Bangs said he would continue 
to operate the municipal plant as 
before, selling current to domestic 
and commercial users. 

Mayor Bangs, who has beer, col¬ 
lege president, lawyer and author, 
went to jail for contempt because 
he refused to obey a court order 
to disconnect consumers from the 
municipal plant. 

Mayor Bangs, if he continues 
his fight, probably will remain in 
jail until his term expires, Jan. 1, 
1939. 

Mayor Bangs served 101 days 
in jail in 1935 on another contempt 
citation. 


Nebraska, Ohio, Wyoming and 
West Virginia offer the sternest 
agt tests, requiring both parties 
to be 21 years of age to marry 
without consent, and setting a 
minimum of 18 years for men and 
16 for women with consent. 

Wyoming, in addition, calls for 
health certificates from male ap¬ 
plicants, and requires a five-day 
wait between issuance of the 
license and the ceremony. 

“Gin” Laws 

Thirty states set age limits 
without required consent at 21 for 
men and 18 for women, the near¬ 
est thing to a uniform scale in the 
nation. The range downward is an 
intricate puzzle. 

So-called “gin” or "cocktail” 
laws prevent hasty and ill-consid¬ 
ered marriages are in force in 
five states, three of them demand¬ 
ing a five-day wait to wed after a 
license is obtained and in two 
specifying a three-day interval. 

Maryland does not recognize 
a civil marriage. Washington does 
not give legal status to common 
law marriage. Inter-racial mar¬ 
riages are forbidden by statute in 
many states, principally in the 
south. 

Arizona denies a Malay or Fili¬ 
pino the right to marry a Cauca¬ 
sian. Utah specifies Mongolians 
shall not marry white persons. 

Washington and Utah are 
among states barring marriage of 
feeble-minded persons. Wisconsin, 
Texas, Utah, Connecticut, Wyom¬ 
ing and Oregon are among those 
setting up standards based on 
health or freedom from veneral 
diseases. 


NEW YORK. CP) Romantical¬ 
ly-inclined couples in these United 
States find a variety of marriage 
laws confronting their altar-bound 
intentions. 

A vertible legal patchwork of 
inconsistences is reflected in the 
many requirements on age limits, 
health restrictions, and license 
regulations for matrimony. 

In Tennessee, where 9-year-old 
Eunice Winstead married a 22- 
year-old mountaineer, Charlie 
Johns, there are no statutory pro¬ 
visions governing marriage. 

Rite Counterpart 

Tennessee stands alone in this 
respect, but nine states—Colorado, 
Florida, Idaho, Louisiana, South 
Dakota, Maryland, New Jersey, 
North Carolina and Rhode Island 
—are close rivals in approval of 
common law marriage and brack¬ 
ets of 14 for boys and 12 for girls. 
Washington recognizes valid mar¬ 
riages of boys of 14 and girls of 
14 if performed with parents’ con¬ 
sent. 

The Tennessee child marriage 
brought a move in that state's leg¬ 
islature to set up laws to prevent 
such weddings and elicited a call 
from government officials and 
others for uniform state laws. 

The Tennessee case has a coun¬ 
terpart in the marriage of 12- 
year-old Leona Elizabeth Roshia 
to Stanley F. Bacus, 18, in Water- 
town, N. Y. 

Sternest States 

The minimum age in New York 
state is 14 years old for a girl, 
but the youthful Watertown bride 
gave her age as 18 at the time of 
her marriage.

Lamb and Cucumber 

Get 2 pounds lamb shoulder, 
boned of course. Remove the ex¬ 
cess fat and cut into 2-inch cubes. 
Peel 2 medium sized cucumbers 
and cut in y 2 inch thick slices. 
Steam them until they start to 
j clear. Arrange on skewers, alter¬ 
nately with cubes of lamb, using 
3 pieces of lamb and 2 of cu¬ 
cumber to each skewer. Do not 
push the pieces of food too closely 
together or it will not brown 
evenly and cook through. Place 
in a shallow pan and broil 20 
minutes, basting occasionally with 
a sauce made by combining 1 cup 
tomato juice, 1 tablespoon Wor¬ 
cestershire sauce and 1 teaspoon 
salt. 

Spring Soup 

Shred 1 small head lettuce and 
1 bunch watercress. Chop ', 2 cup 
green onion tv 4 sprigs parsley, 
and 2 leaves basil if you can 
find it in your market.

Royal S. Copeland of 
New York issued a warning 
against “camouflaged fruit.” 

He hit back at Florida critics 
of his pure food and drug bill, 
which gives the secretary of agri¬ 
culture authority to fix standards 
of identity for citrus fruits. Flor¬ 
ida orange growers use the "lip¬ 
stick” process on their fruit to 
gijje it artificial color. 

Organize Attack 
This procedure, known officially 
as the coal-tar dye process, has 
been upheld by Florida shippers 
and growers as necessary to the 
industry and harmless to their 
product. California and Orange 
county growers do not color their 
fruit. 

The Florida citrus commission 
organized an attack on Copeland's 
new food and drug bill. 

“There are those, you know, 
who would sell inferior, camou¬ 
flaged citrus fruits.” 

Regulation Necessary 
Asserting regulation was neces¬ 
sary, the senator said he was 
aware of the problem of growers 
whose fruit was mature but failed 
to develop the rich color given 
by the dye process. Copeland said 
he owned a home and a few or¬ 
ange trees in Florida, and there¬ 
fore took the question to heart. 

He said housewives could he 
taught that color is no indication 
of the quality or maturity of cit¬ 
rus fruit. 

Will Spurn Fruit 
The danger of a system that 
allows artificial coloring, he said, 
is that if a person buys immature 
Florida oranges early in the sea¬ 
son, he spurns the slate’s fruit 
from that time forward, regard¬ 
less of the quality of later ship¬ 
ments. 

“Tile worst tiling the Florida 
citrus industry can do." he said, 
“is to ship fruit to market early 
in the season when prices are 
high.” 


Over 4000 men and women have 
attended classes offered this year.

What notions and what misery 
the mention of the sinuses covers! 
Any sort of pain, dull or sharp, 
in the region of the center of the 
face is called sinus trouble. 

The sinuses are cavities or air 
spaces - just holes — around the 
nose. There are eight of these 
open spaces and they are situated 
in pairs. One on each side of 
the nose and above the eyes, called 
, the frontal sinuses. Then there is 
' another pair known as the max¬ 
illary sinuses. 

The ethmoid openings arc be¬ 
hind the nasal structure and be¬ 
tween the eyeballs; and at the 
base of the brain is still another 
pair, known as the sphenoid 
sinuses. 

What has happened when you 
have a frontal headache? The 
frontal sinuses spread across the 
forehead just above the eyes. They 
are somewhat cone-shaped, with 
the larger end up. The small end 
is supposed to extend into the 
nostrils, but the manner of the 
extension is rather devious. The 
channel is not only small but 
crooked. 

Though these cavities are sup¬ 
posed to be mere openings, they j 
have a delicate lining of mucous 
membrane. This membrane is ex-1 
posed to the air as it is breathed 
into the nose. It is subject to all ' 
sorts of infection, to congestion | 
and inflammation. Its normal flow ] 
of secretions is checked and pres¬ 
ently the natural result is felt ' 
in the sense of pressure, and feel- I 
ing of fulness. 

If the condition continues there 
will likely be severe pain, some- J 
times of a neuralgic type, some- i 
times a shooting and prodding. 
The pain is often accompanied by 
nausea. In any case, the distress 
is very depleting. 

Any sudden cold or chilling is 
likely to start sinus trouble. Since 
these holes do not serve any par¬ 
ticular purpose except to control 
the voice in singing and speak¬ 
ing, any abnormal condition is ! 
likely to have an unfortunate ef¬ 
fect on one's effort to talk or

GIBRALTAR. (JP )—Fascist and 
Socialist troops, contending for oc¬ 
cupation of the southern seaport 
of Malaga, clashed today in fierce 
fighting along the Mediterranean 
coast. 

Reports reaching Gibraltar said 
insurgent soldiers, driving east¬ 
ward from Marbella, occupied 
Ojen, a town five miles north. 

The Fascist forces launched an 
attack on land, sea and in the air 
in their campaign to take the 
southern port. 

Their fleet of warships steamed 
out of Algeciras shortly before 
dawn en route to a position off the 
Socialist-controlled shipping point. 

Two squadrons of nine bombers 
were reported simultaneously to 
have left Spanish Morocco to join 
in the attack. Six planes took the 
air from Melilla while the other 
three went from Ceuta, just across 
the narrow Mediterranean from 
the besieged city. 

Every available motor bus and 
automobile in the area was com¬ 
mandeered to rush reinforcements 
to the front. 

All doctors and nurses were or¬ 
dered to the battle zone. It was 
reported not one doctor was left 
in La Linea. a city of 60,000 in¬ 
habitants where there were sev¬ 
eral hundred cases of influenza.

Give It a Fair Trial 

T HE NEW city traffic commission has a man-sized job 
ahead. It is supposed to cut down highway murder. 
And that task is not a slight one—even for experts long 
trained in the harness of traffic study. 

Theoretically, the experts have solved all our motor¬ 
car problems; the trouble is that their theories don’t 
work. 

And proof of the failure is the 36,000 auto deaths in 
the U. S. A. and 79 in Orange county last year. 

There was a time when the experts said: “Treat ’em 
rough.” 

Police hid out behind billboards, and bore down on 
drivers with sirens screaming. They bawled ’em out and 
threw ’em into court. 

But still the murder toll moved upward. 

So the experts said: “Put all the officers in uniform 
and paint their cars and motorcycles a distinctive color.” 
And still the automobiles slew their thousands. 

Then there was a period of smashing safety drives, 
with big campaigns against the motorists. 

But some bright mind discovered that after every 
drive, the accident rate went up instead of down. 

Out of it all came two observations that seemed to 
stand the test of time: 

1. It is better to prevent accidents than to be content 
with arresting the guilty parties after the damage is 
done. 

2. A few habitual offenders cause more grief than 
all the rest of the drivers put together. 

This is how the matter stands with the new traffic 
commission about to come on the job in Santa Ana with a 
squad of citizen patrolmen who will turn in the names of 
alleged violators to the regular police. 

In theory, this plan is fool-proof. 

The public will get added protection without extra 

cost. 

The police will get the aid of the public. 

The offender won’t be unjustly prosecuted, because 
he can call upon the “spotter” who saw him to prove the 
case. 

And the “spotter” will be satisfied, because he has 
done a service to the community. 

The big question is: Will the Santa Ana plan work or 
will it go the way of previous schemes? 

We hope that it works and that it saves lives. 

The plan deserves a fair trial. If the community will 
cooperate with the traffic commission, we’ll soon know 
the answer. 


My friend, Sam Nau, will agree, 
I feel quite sure, with the conten¬ 
tion of Dr. R. M. Langer of the 
California Institute of Technology, 
who says smoke-producing orchard 
heaters do more harm than good. 
He argues that a pall of smoke 
reduces day-time temperature and 
makes the subsequent night much 
colder. If that is true we had 
piled up a nineteen nights cold 
storage supply. Henry Marshall, 
of the Covina Argus, advises co¬ 
operative heating with smokeless 
heating devices. Some Orange 
county ranchers are already using 
briquettes, and if this frost had 
come during a political campaign 
we could have still beat it with 
hot air.

R OME.—There is only one person 
in Italy who dares talk back to 
Mussolini, ami that is his daugh¬ 
ter, Edda, now Countess Ciano, 
who plans to visit the United 
States this spring. She is the wife 
of the 33-year-old minister of for¬ 
eign affairs. 

Edda is II Duce’s eldest, has his 
fiery eyes, his bold, nervous tem¬ 
perament, doesn't care what she 
says or does, and her father adores 
her. Her mother was Russian, the 
woman who taught and cared for 
Mussolini during his early days as 
a turbulent young Socialist exiled 
in Switzerland. It was she who 
taught hiiy much of his Socialism. 

Mussolini is a genuine family 
man, and there are no theatrics in 
the interest he has in his children, 
even though he did take his young¬ 
est for a personally-piloted air¬ 
plane jaunt at the age of four. 

There are five Mussolini chil¬ 
dren, three boys and one very 
young daughter, but Edda, the eld¬ 
est, is the apple of 11 Duce’s eye. 

Her projected visit to the United 
States this spring depends some¬ 
what on whether the Italian em¬ 
bassy in Washington feels that 
there is not too much anti-Fascist 
sentiment in Harlem and other 
quarters. (Once, during the 
Hoover administration, Mussolini 
himself considered a trip to the 
United States, but ruled it out for 
fear of anti-Fascist ripe tomatoes.) 


BERLIN VISIT 

Mussolini’s daughter has about 
as much respect for convention as 
her father has for Ethiopian sov¬ 
ereignty. Italy has got used to 
her, but Germany, which she visit¬ 
ed with her husband last summer, 
hasn’t. 

Count Ciano succeeded in per¬ 
fecting a hard-and-fast alliance 
with Hitler, but he did it despite 
his wife rather than with her help. 

She gave orders that she was 
not to be disturbed until three in 
the afternoon, spent most of her 
time at night clubs or bathing re¬ 
sorts, announced that her chief in¬ 
terest in Germany was handsome 
Nordic men, and finally appeared 
at one party well after midnight— 
in white flannels. The staid Ger¬ 
mans, clad in starched bosoms and 
full dress, had been waiting for 
her since eight. 


Ring Larder’s son John, follow¬ 
ing' the journalistic footsteps of his 
illustrious father, is making head¬ 
way as a sports writer on a New 
York newspaper. Also he is re¬ 
garded as one of the handsomest 
feliows in that niche of newspaper- 
dom. The veteran Bill Farns¬ 
worth, dean of the sports writers, 
also has a son in the same field 
who is a distinct credit to his 
capable dad. On the Paris Midi 
there is a father head of the sports 
department whose staff is com¬ 
posed of three sons.

U NION LABOR’S newest weapon—the sit-down strike 
—is dynamite. And it is the type of industrial 
activity that is likely, in the long, run to do more harm 
to strikers than to employers. 

In the first place, it is illegal. It violates the rights 
of private property. For if a striker has a right to forcibly 
occupy a factory, such as the General Motors plants, there 
is no logical reason why he couldn’t also take possession 
of the home of his employer. 

In the second place, itvean be employed by a small 
minority of the working crew of any organization to tie 
up the whole works. For instance, a few in charge of 
important machinery at a public utility plant can throw 
the whole works, and all their fellow employes out of 
jobs by sitting down and refusing to let anyone else in. 

Unless labor is careful how it uses the sit-down strike, 
public reaction will set in against it and do great damage 
to the cause of collective bargaining and unionism.

OTHER CHILDREN 

Mussolini’s two eldest sons, 
Vittorio and Bruno, aged twenty 
and eighteen, lack the vivacity and 
force of either their father or their 
elder sister. They are nice boys, 
but considerably spoiled and none 
too brilliant. 

One of II Duce’s most embar¬ 
rassing but hitherto unpublished 
moments during the Ethiopian war 
occurred when one of his sons 
bombed a British Red Cross unit. 
The fact that the hospital unit was 
bombed was published immediately 
but the name of the perpetrator 
wasn’t. The incident was expect¬ 
ed to bring a vigorous protest 
from the British government, but 
nothing happened. 

Reason was that II Duce called 
Sir Eric Drummond, explained to 
him quite frankly that his irre¬ 
sponsible son was responsible. The 
boy was trying to bomb an Ethio¬ 
pian camel train, his father ex¬ 
plained, but pulled the lever too 
soon. Mussolini said that he was 
terribly sorry; and the British, 
rather than increase an already 
tense situation, let the matter 
drop.

With Edda’s support, the vi¬ 
vacious, charming foreign min¬ 
ister who now blows out his cheeks 
and puckers his lips may yet re¬ 
place the father-in-law whom he 
apes.
